STATEMENT,

If the people of Astorin desire [t, THE ASTORIA STEAMSHIP &
TRANSPORTATION COMPANY will be onganised under the constitution
and laws of Oregon, during the months of December, 1007, or January, 1008,
with a capital stock of five million dollars ($5,000,000), and it will isaue
two milion five hundred thousand dollars (§2.600,000) as twenty-fiye (26)
yoar, alx (0) per cont gold mortgage bonds, covering allef its franchises
and property

The specific object of the organization will bo to place at as carly a
date as possible, three modern veasels of one thousand (1000) tons each in
service butween Astorin to Ontalla and Valdez und other points in Alasks,
for both passenger and freight service, making trips at regular schedule
intervals, thus opening up a rellable and direct sorvice for the merchants
of Astoria for the Aluskan tride, ‘The freight charges will be as low as is
conslstenty with conservative business management of the entorprise, the
desire being to extend the trade between Astorin and Alaska. These
vossels will bo of modern type, with first-class passenger service and ex-
peeted to be in charter by April, 1008, There will also be steamahips of
modern type of aboui five thousand (5000) ton capacily each, plaoed in
service between Astoria and the Ovient and other vessels between Astoria
and other Ameriean ports, as rapidly as they may be obtainable and the
trado will justily, Steamboats will also be operated on the Columbia
River tith Astoria as baso of operations and the general offices of the
corporation maintained in Astoria.

After these three vessels are in servico, the company will place in
direct sorvice to the Orlent from Astoria a line of first-class steamers for
both passenger und freight and this will also be runon rogular schedule
time commencing during 1008,

It is the intent of this corporation to have its vessels, both in equip-
ment and management, up to all requirements of first-class modorn accom-
modation and to bo punctual in the dates of clearance and arrival at
schedule ports, Such vossols and serviée will be of immense \benefit to
the City of Astoria and to all of Oregon and the Greay Inland Bmpire, aml
it is desorving of the mora} and finaneial support of all citizens of Oregon,
and especially of the business men of Astora.
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Tho contemplated vessels, docks and landings of this corporation, it is
ostimated will cost in the vieinity of olght million dollars (88,000,000), in-
cluding necessary working capital,

The eorporation will have a Board of Directors of twenty-five (26)
sharcholdors, and ita principal office will be in the Oity of Astoria, Oregon.
PROPOSITION.

It is not deemed mw&nul‘y to make an argument of the neads,of
Astorin for such steamahip lines. The necessity is oo obvious, and it is

thoroughly recoguized that all argument, would be superfluous, 1t has heen
repeatedly stated through the public press that the business men of
Astoria would heartily wnd fiswucially assist such an enterprise to the
extent oven of ocash donations. The syndiemte controlling the present
enterprise, of whish I am president, does not stek or desire donations, but
it offers the opportunity to the men of Astoria to become actively identified
with this enterprise by subseribing and paying for five hundred thousand
dollars (8600,000) of the proposed bond issue at par (recelving one hun-
dred and twoeniy-five thousand dollars (§125000) of the onpital stoek of
the corporation as & bonus. The payment for thewe five hundred thousand
dollars (#500,000) of bonds can be made twenty (20) per cent on or hefore
Pebroary 1, 1008, to The First National Rank, The Astorin Nutional Bank,
MMhe Astofa Savings Bank, or Soandinavian-Amevican Bavings Bank
(Trustees), and ten (10) per cent each month thoreafter for eight (8) con-
seoutive months, and the cash bo paid over to the above-named banks of
Astoria, Oregon, to bo held by them as Trustecs amd as mudh s bas
been paid to them deliverable to the order of the ASTORIA STEAMSHIP
& TRANSPORTATION COMPANY when the throe ships are in full service
between Astorin and Alaske, and when the bonds and stoek in acoondance
with the subscription have been deposited with the respective banks, and
the balance as the payments are made; and if from any couse whatsoever
said Steamship Company should not, place said three vessels in such service
within tiwelve (12) months from the dnte hereof, then sald banks alforesaid
(Trustees) shall re.deliver all of said funde paid jnto it as purchase of
these five hundred thousand dollars of bonds, back to the individual sub-
scpibers without any charge aguinst said individual swbscribers or aguinst
sall five hundred thousand dollars (8500,000), the Steamship Company
poying all charges of the Trustees. On payment for these five hundred
thousand dollars (8600,000) of bonds the subsoribers thereto may aelect
five (5) of their number who shall be placed on the Board of- Directors of
the ASTORIA STHAMSHIP & TRANSPORTATION COMPANY, and thus
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the men In Astorla putting money lnto this enterprise will know by the
management of the corporation in which they participate that it will be
for the beneft of the shippers from Astoria, as well as for the stockholders,

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‘he forégoing Is the full text of the proposition submitted by Mr. Wm. H.
Garland, of New York, to the citizens of Astoris, at the meeting held in the
Ohamber of Commerce rooms on the night of Tuesday, and proclaimed at the
adjourned session held st the mme place yesterday aftervoon, in the presence of
40 of the leading prople of Astoria.

Samuel Flmore moved that “a committee of three, consisting of & banker, a
lawyer and & business man, be appointed by the chairman, to confer with Mn
Garlund ns 1o the best means of procedure in the matler under diseussion”; and
this gvas duly seconded and carried with o snap that forecasted the outeome ol
the session, Ohuirman Whyte at once nsmed Mr. Flmore s chairman of the
committee, dospite that gentleman’s protest; and Iater named Messrs. E. Z. Fergu-
son und . C, Fulton, as his colleagues in the premise defined by the motion.

Mr. Garland backed his proposition with a straightforward talk in which he
said, in part: 'That his colleagues had not as yet selected the port for the base
of their operations, but that he, as their representative, deemed Astoria a good,
and essential point for the initiation of the enterprise; he wanted to know that
the community wanted the project; he wanted a weleome and no antagonism; he
was asking no donations. He and his people have their own money and want no
one elso (that he, himself, owns double the sum that the Astorians are asked to
subseribe to the company's first mortgage, 6 per coent boods); that he von those
he reprosented, oould afford, nor would offer {o any commaunity, anything bt
what was absolutely honest and square; that the contract would, in all probability,
be completed before a dollar of Astoria money s ever touched; he did not know
bow the matter could be made plainer or simpler, or freer from suspicion or dis-
trust, than he had presented it

He maid that the gross amount of money to be invgsted here by the company
would be infinitely more than was asked from this people as an expression of their
faith and confidence, and that the latter was of more real value to the projectors
than the momey to be put in bonds by the peopls of Astoria; that the company.
would put from six to eight millions in the eyterprise as against the sum songht
bere; that the position this city occupied at the mouth of the Columbia River,
wan (e ohief asset held by Astoria in all the great premise.

He enumerated the lines of investment to be made by the company at this
port, in the event of the proposition going through, such as eclevators, warehouse,
stormge facilities, docks, ete., and he showed that the correlative investments that
would follow, and tho nccess of population and the fame of pont abroad, would
compensate immensely, in addition to the huge henefits conferred by such a
commercial departure as contemplated; that he was not receiving one cent for his
work anil interest in the afMair at this time; that on the eontrary he personally
expected to put a willion of dollars into the scheme and hal the money ready at
any time; that he was Yere for business, and wanted business, and that if he
cannot got it be wanted to know that also; that he had made no propositions
to any other port in this behalf, because he and his colleagues deemed this city
and harbor desirable, approved them and wanted them as {he American terminus
of the business, That he and the men he stood for owned and commanded from
six to twenty-two millions of money, and that 30 days before the close of the
Astoria negotintions, the company would have broached the venture in practical
shape and with definite purpose to an extent far beyond the sum of local
interest here,

Mr. Garland spoke as a man of affairs and left no ambiguities to worry over;
what e said wus in the most unmistakable terms and he said it all with sheer
business purpose and nothing else; he did pretend to anything, nor did he permit
a shadow of misconstruction to hover over any point of his statoment, It was
siich & talé as has not been made in this city for long years, il ever before.

At the conclusion of his remarks G. C. Fulton arose and submitted the follow-
ing vesolution, which was adopted without dissent by the assemblage:

YRESOLVED, That the committee of three, to be named by the chairman ol
this meeting, bo advised that-this body formally accepts the writlen proposition
submitted by Mr. Wm. H. Garland: and that we pledge ourselves and our utmost
endeavors to got this money at the earliest opportunity; and thai said com:
mittee be given full power and authority to act, and earry out the sentiments
hereln expressed; and that said committee be requested to meet and confer with
Mr. Garland immeliately, and report the result of their deliberations to the
ad journed sossion of this body, to be held at 1:30 o'elock tomorrow afternoon st
this place.”
